CORN AND HOGS 


(Continued From Page One) . 


which are open to .application to 
either corn or hogs but not all _pf 
them fit his central aim which is 
to reduce production of both as the 
first step towards permanent Im- 
provement of their prices .v 


If hog prices were increased by 


trade agreements with packers to 
pay minimum prices, an increase 
in corn acreage would soon fol- 
low, experts say. Then with cheap 
feed on hand, farmers would step 
up their hog production o get the 
advantage of better prices, contrib- 
uting to an. oversupply of both. 


As a result, any plan Wallace 


adopts to better hog prices will be 
contingent upon a reduction in 
corn acreage and production. Ha 
has power to levy a processing 
tax on packers, to use the proceeds 
to pay higher prices for hogs to 
those farmers who decrease their 
corn acreage. 


• "With less corn available, its price 
would rise, increasing the cost of 
hog production. The effect of the 
plan would be to curtail both, thus 
reducing supply and contributing 
to higher and more stable prices. 


This method could be carried 
out through the domestic allot- 
ment plan providing for state, 


county and township committees 
of .farmers to administer the plan, 
to spread use of the method over 
large area and to 
see that 
pledges to reduce corn acreage 
would be observed. 
He has the power to enter into 


agreements with packers to pay 
higher prices for hogs of a given 
weight. Under this method it has 
been suggested by his associates 
that the highest price might • be 
paid for hogs o! about 200 to 250 
pounds, thus slowing up efforts of 
farmers to market heavy hogs and 
retard the growth of the lard sur- 
plus. 
• 
> 
Theoretically, the output of hogs 


in terms of pounds could be sharp- 
ly reduced in this manner which 
would also have a tendency to re- 
duce corn acreage by cutting down 
the requirements for feed. 
Before a plan for hogs and corn 
is put into effect -a commodity 
meeting: at which producers, pack- 
ers and other processors and hand- 
lers are to be represented, will be 
called by Wallace and George N, 
Peek, chief administrator of the 
act 
It may be called within the 
next month with little likelihood 
that it can be made to provide for 
any corn acreage curtailment plan 
this year—with the end of corn 
planting, despite weather delays, 
soon to be complete.

CURRENT EXPENSE OF PRES- 


ENT LEGISLATURE IS 


$625,000 TO DATE 


AUSTIN, May 16.—W>—The Tex- 
as legislature, in session 
more 
than four months, 
sent to the 
governor today another bill for 
services rendered. 


A bill appropriating $125,000 to 


pay per'diem and contingent ex- 
penses had been approved by both' 
houses and passed to Gov. Miriam 
A. Ferguson for her consideration. 
The latest appropriation brought 
the total expenses of the current 
session to $625,000. 


The house adopted a resolution 
to prohibit more than one person 
in a family, with certain excep- 
tions, from drawing pay from the 
state. 
The resolution was amend- 
ed so that it would not apply to 
educational and eleemosynary In- 
stitutions or where more than one 
family 
was being -supported' by 
members of the same family. 
The house refused to lay on the 
table subject to call a.bill to di- 
vorce oil pipe lines from other 
oil operations.

meet the obligations of the state; 
in other words balance the bud- 
get," the governor said. 


The legislature has en'..red ut>- 
on the fifth month of its work. 
Until a week ago yesterday the 
per diem was $10. After the 120th 
day it dropped to $5. 


As the law makes me the chief 
budget officer • of the state, 
and 


as our financial condition is yet 
one of grave concern, I request 
your further consideration of how 
best to restore the credit of the 
state by paying our debts," the 
governor said. 


She submitted a statement of 
finances prepared at her Invita- 
tio by George H. Sheppard, state 
comptroller, and 
Moore 
Lynn, 
state auditor. 


The message pointed out that 
"our total requirements • for which 
the state must provide revenues 
amount to $118,416,991." She call- 
ed attention to the 
fact 
this 
amount does not include highway 
revenue. She said the statement 
shows prospective revenues, "oth- 
er than current property taxes or 
ad valorem taxes, amount to $59,- 
327,125, leavirtg the large sum of 
$69,088,866 to- be collected by cur- 
rent ad valorem taxes or by some 
other means." 


"To make it plain the ntate- 
ment shows that after we have 
collected all other 
taxes, there 


will have to' be collected on the 
homes and farms and other real 
estate in the city and country the 
sum of -$59,088,866," the governor 
stated.

Information Not Colored 


"As the comptroller 
and the 
state auditor are neither partisan 
nor appointees of mine, it cannot 
be truthfully said that this infor- 
fation could be or has been in any 
way colored to benefit me or my 
administration," she said. 
The governor went into a dis- 


cussion of the 
causes for 
de- 


ficiencies in the 
various state 


funds. 


She said to collect out of the 


advalorem values the revenue nec- 
essary to meet the requirements 
of the state the next two years,1 
would require a* total rate of $1.49 
on the $100 valuation each year, 
whereas the constitutional limit is 
77 cents. 


"Therefore, 
the 
appropriations 
and obligations of the state now 
exceed the constitutional authority 
of the state by 72 cents," the gov- 
ernor stated. 
"In other words, 


somebody has Incurred obligations 
and debts of nearly 100 per cent 


without authority, but they are 
none the less debts of the state 
and the honor of the state de- 
mands that they be paid." 
Trace Huge Deficit 


She pointed out, that "a former 
legislature has reduced the con- 
stitutional limit for the general 
revenue fund from 35 cents to 
27 cents, and, therefore, if we levy 
*he limit reduced by that sum, 
we will be In the red for the next 
fiscal term, $31,967.486." 


"But there is a bill pending 


now to further reduce the general 
revenue rate to 15 • cents, and, as 
shown by the statement of the 
comptroller and auditor, if this is 
done, we will be in the red $36,- 
377,486, or only about $3,000,000 
less than our entire appropriations 
for two years," the message stat- 
ed."In other words, we will be two 
years In the hole when the legis- 
lature meets again In regular ses- 
sion, If no additional taxes are 
raised. 
"If there is not to be raised by 


other sources sufficient revenue, 
then by all means the legislature 
ought to remove the reduction in 
the general revenue fund from 35 
cents to 27 cents and put It back 
to 35 cents. Thus, it will be seen 
that no matter what advalorem 
rate we levy, we will be in the 
red at least $29,000,000. If we 
charge the school fund with one- 
half of this sum or $14,500,000, 
then it is apparent that our school 
apportionment will be less than $10 
per student or but little over a 
half term."'
